* WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—(4)-—The 
demands of William Green, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, for shorter working hours and 
higher minimum wages than are now 
being incorporated in NRA codes was 
given today the direct support of 
Secretary Frances Perkins. 

The cabinet -member, whose ap- 
pointment as secretary of labor the 
Jederation’s high command had op- 
osed only a few months ago, went 

fore the annugl convention of the 
organization with a stalwart demand 
for strengthening the voice of or- 
ganized labor, 

“We cannot stop with the present 
minimum wages and maximum hours 
of labor,” Miss Perkins said, as the 
500 delegates and their guests 


chéered. 
Must Go On. Se 
“We must go on with a unified 
purpose to an ever-improving stand- 
ard of living and assurance of eco- 
nomic security for all our people and 
sufficient leisure to enable us to en- 
joy the blessings which our resources 
and our equipment can make: avail- 
able to all of us.” 
A few hours before Miss Perkins 
carried her message of co-operation 
to the federation, eight national and 
international whions had joined in 8 
denunciation of the handling of the 
$3,300,000,000 ,public works program 
with its potential millions of jobs. 
The resolution which they asked 
the Convention to approve said that 
“through the laxity or the ineffici- 
ency of those entrusted with the ex- 
penditure” of the money, thousands 
of industrial workers “are in suffer-

Asks Action, 

The resolution proposed an appeal 
to President Roosevelt “for the re- 
moval of those public efficials who 
either through their laxity or their 
inefficiency are responsible for much 
of the present unemployment unless 
those now in charge can show their 
willingness to carry out .the intent 
of congress.” 

Asserting “the voluntary organiza- 
tion of labor for mutual help, strength 
and experience will prove able lead- 
ership to be a blessing,” Miss Perkins 
disclosed for the first time that a 
division of labor service and labor 
standards was to be established in 
the department of labor with the full 
approval of President Roosevelt. 

“The war department of labor 
stands ready to carry its responsi- 
bilities in enlarging the opportuni- 
ties for labor to enjoy a fair share 
of the hoped for national well-be- 
ing.” she said. “Not only must it 
make employers aware of the neces-

The death occurred near Sullivan, 
Ind., where coal miners are on strike. 
A picket was run down by an auto- 
mobile seeking to get through crowds. 


Two men were critically hurt—one

A mob of 300 jeering pickets went 
into battle with 100 men attempting 
to get to work at Ambridge. Deputy 
sheriffs at the mine’ entrance opened 
fire and laid down a barrage of tear 
gas to quell the riot.

The southern Illinois mine fields— 
long an intermittent vortex of vio- 
lence between contending union fac- 
tions—again saw national troops or- 
dered to be ready for intervention.

It will cause northeast shifting to 
north gales tonight, possibly reaching 
hurricane force at times on the Flor- 
ida keys, the advisory stated, and 
northeast winds, possibly reaching 
whole gale force from Miami south- 
ward to the Florida keys tonight or 
tomorrow forenoon. Northeast gales 
were predicted for tomorrow north of 
Miami to Jupiter. 

The advisory characterized the dis- 
turbance as being “very abnormal” in 
its change in direction of movement,

by the victims of the depression until 
it is definitely passed. 

New Measures. 

“The federal ~overment has inaugu- 
} rated new measures of relief on a vast 
scale, but the federal government can- 
not, and does not intend, to take over 
the whole job. Many times I have in- 
sisted that every community and every 
state must first do their share.” 

Before addressing the conference the 
president dined with the church lead- 
ers at a banquet in a midtown hotel. 
He was introduced by Cardinal Hayes, 

Mr. Roosevelt made no reference to 
recovery policies except to say that 
the revival of industry and agrieul- 
ture “call for a willingness to sacri- 
fice individual gains, to 
gether for the public welfare and fo 
the success of a broad national pro- 
gram of recovery.” 

“You who have participated in 
the actual day-to-day work of prac- 


suddenly restore all our 
self-support,” he warned. 

“The spirit of our people has not 
been daunted. It has come through 
the trials of these days unafraid. We 
have ventured and we have won; we 
shall venture further, and we shall 
win. The traditions of a great people 
have been enriched. 

Never Doubtful. | 

“T can never express in words 
what the loyalty and trust of the na- 
tion have meant to me. Not for a mo- 
ment have I doubted that we would 
climb out of the valley of gloom, Al- 
ways I have been certain that we 
would conquer, because the spirit 
of America springs from faith—faith 
in the beloved institutions of our 
land, and a true and abiding faith in 
the divine guidance of God.” 

Mr. Roosevelt opened his address 
with the statement: 

“In' the midst of problems of ma- 
terial things—in the machine age of 
invention, of finance, of international 
suspicion and renewed armament— 
every one of us must gain satisfaction 
and strength in the knowledge that 
social justice is becoming an ever- 
growing factor and influence in al- 
most every part of the world. 

“With every passing year I become 
more confident that humanity is mov- 
ing forward to the practical applica 
tion of the teachings of Christianity 
as they affect the individual lives of 
men and women,”

GREATEST PARADE 
IN CITY'S HISTORY 
VIEWED BY 100,000 


Blue Eagle Soars on High 


as Magnificent Specta- 
cle Inspires Those Aid- 
ed, Others To Be Aided 
by “New Deal.” 


PARADE MEASURES 
3 MILES IN LENGTH 


Three and a Half Hours 
Required for Procession 
To Pass; Downtown 
Streets Jammed.

Heads up, chests out and the confi- 
dence of a new deal showing in spar- 
kling eyes and snappy gait. Atiantans, 
more than 50,000 - strong, marched 
through the heart of the city from 
11:30 o'clock Wednesday morning un- 
til 3 o’clock Wednesday afternoon in 
a mammoth parade that easily took 
the all-time honors for such events. It 
was the greatest spectacle in Atlan- 
ta’s notable history of celebrations. 
Riding the crisp October air with 
the NRA Blue Eagle was the ancient 
Phoenix, representative of Atlanta 
arisen from the ashes—once the cin- 
ders of war, this time the ashes of 
depression. 
A hundred thousand persons lined 
Peachtree, Whitehall and Mitchell 
streets for the magnificent spectacle, 
thousands who were inspired and en- 
cou by the gigantic parade. At 
Five ts and other places along 
the route they were packed from 5 to 
, blocking one-half of the down- 
fi. of humanity so. thick 
oe + sage on foot. was 
next to impossible. 

Martial Airs Ring Out. 

For three and a half hours Atlantans 
marched to the martial airs of many 
bands, decorated automobiles and beau- 
tiful- floats rolled past cheering thou- 
sands. Stretched out, the procession 
measured in length nearly three miles. 

For three hours and a half a re- 
vitalized Atlanta spirit was in the 
process of resurrection, a spirit to 
overcome the forces of depression and 
hard times by the sheer weight of pub- 


lic confidence in the new prosperity. 


And for three hours and a half 
there were sights to be seen at Five 
Points. Sights that ran the gamut of 
human ideas and ideals; scenes that 
revealed the spirit of a people, and 
incidents that*showed that “chiselers”’ 
must be watched for and put down. 

There were funny scenes as well as 
serious moments. Long before the 
starting hour of the parade, persons 
were scrambling for vantage points 
to look on. Every available window 
on Peachtree and Whitehall had its 
overflow of spectators, and even build- 
ing tops had their lines of specta-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—(P)—A 
disclosure that records sought by the 
senate committee investigating ocean 
mail contracts had disappeared from 
the files of asubsidiary of the Black 


Diamond line was made today in the 
continuation of the committees in- 
quiry. :

Reference to the disappearance of 
the files followed a sharp interroga- 
tion of Dockendorff regarding his 
source of income, Senator Black, com- 
mittee chairman, read into the record 
a series of financial statements show- 
ing losses by J. E. Dockendorff & 
Company, the import-export firm. 

“Ags a matter of fact,” Biack said 
to Dockendorff, “the only companies 
you had which made any money be- 
tween 1920 and 1927 were the Empire 
and the Black Diamond.” 

The ship owner previously had tes- 
tified he had put more than a million 
dollars into the firm since 1914. Black 
asked where the million came from 
and Dockendorff said “from my per- 
sonal sources.” 

Source of Money. 

Black asked if it was “not true that 
from 1921 the money you made came 
from the Black Diamond and the gov- 
ernment?”

CHICAGO, Oct. 4. — (® — The 
American Legion had before it to- 
night a plan of veterans’ relief that 
concentrated on “full benefits” for the 
disabled and disregarded demands for 
immediate payment of the bonus. , 

Passed unanimously by the Legion’s 
rehabilitation committee, a four-point 
program for aiding ex-service men—a 
plan drafted by a national committee 
and already approved by 43 state de- 
partments—was ready to be -placed 
before the convention tomorrow. 


Except for declaring every ex-serv- 
ice man entitled to federal hospitali- 
zation at any time and for any cause, 
the program deals only with those 
veterans whose ailments date back to 
injuries suffered or diseases contract- 
ed during actual military service. 

No provision is made for compen- 
sation payments to veterans beset by 
illness, injuries or economic troubles 
since the end of the war. Under the 
plan, free hospitalization would be the 
only government grant to them, 


However, for those wounded, in- 
jured or diseased in military service, 
the .plan would restore all benefits 
rembdved or reduced under the econ- 
omy act of last March, which trimmed 
$300,000,000 a year from such pay- 
ments. Widows and orphans likewise 
would be provided for as they were 
prior to the economy act. 

The Legionnaires, at a business 
session of their fifteenth national 
convention today, adopted a child wel- 
fare program, selected Miami, Fla., 
for the 1934 convention, and took ac- 
tion that .would make more rigid the 
regulations forbidding Legion officials 
to take part in politics. 

“The American Legion shall be ab- 
solutely non-political and shall not be 
used for the dissemination of par- 
tisan principles nor for the promo- 
tion of the candidacy of any person 
seeking publie office or preferment,” 
declared a resolution which the con- 
vention adopted for addition to the 
Legion constitution. 

“A candidate for or j\any incum- 
bent of a remunerative elective pub- 
lie office shall not hold any elective 
office or any appointive remunerative 
office in the American Legion or in 
any department or post thereof.” 

A report charging some of the codes 
accepted by industries under the Na- 
tional Recovery Act violated in spirit 
the child labor provisions of the act 
was adopted by the convention. The 
report urged JLegionnaires to cam- 
paign for au amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution outlawing child la- 


r. 

National Commander Louis A. 
Johnson called upon the Legionnaires 
to line up behind the Legion’s pro- 
gram of “country before self,” 

The bonus matter‘ was disposed of 
with apparent finality today when a 
legislative committee turned down res- 
olutions from six states—Illinois, Mis- 
souri, South Dakota, Texas, Michi- 
gan and Pennsylvania—urging imme 
diate payment. 

Regarding national affairs, the Le- 
gion’s resolutions committee prepared 
for submission to the convention re- 
ports that warned against inflation 
without mature consideration and 
study, called for Legion support of 
the national recovery act, asked for 
a study of what it called injustices 
in allowing some securities to be tax 
exempt, and recommended a study of 
possible economies in government. 

The rehabilitation committee ¢alled 
for adoption of the four-point pro- 
gram and the foreign relations com- 
mittee went on record as opposed to 
any cancellation of war debts. The 
latter committee also suggested that 
Russians who served with the allied 
forces in the World War be admit- 
ted to membership in the Legion. 

National defense, always an impor- 
tant factor in Legion discussions, was 
covered in a committee report calling 
for building up of the army to full 
strength of 14,000 officers and 165,- 

men, “modernization” of the 
equipment of the national guard and 
reserve officers’ organizations, and 
placing 50,000 young men in citizens’ 
military training camps annually. 

The report also suggested a nation-: 
al guard of 210,000 men, that a con- 
gressional committee be appointed to 
study the needs of the air service, 
that economy not be allowed to inter- 
fere with the department of com- 
merce’s commercial activities, and 
that the navy be built up to the limits 
of the London naval treaty. 

It recommended immediate build- 
ing of ships and increasing the naval 
personnel to 91, men and a pro- 
portionate number of officers. Aboli- 
tion of unnecessary military and nav- 
al stations was asked. 

The foreign relations committee 
also resolved against entrance of the 
f'nited States into the League of Na- 
tions or the World Court, with or 
without reservations.

LEIPZIG, Germany, Oct. 4.—)— 
The supreme court pounded away re- 
lentlessly today in an attempt to learn 
whether Marinus Van Der Lubbe, con- 
fessed reichstag incendiary, had assist- 
ance in firing the building last Feb- | 
ruary, but met stubborn denials from 
the young Dutchman and his four 
fellow defendants. 

Van Der Lubbe was questioned | 
closely concerning the reports of three | 
investigators that “you alone” could | 
not have started the fire, which broke | 
out in a number of places. 


The Dutchman replied, “I don’t | 
know,” to a direct question along this |

helm Buenger asked. 

“No,” was the answer. | 

Ernest Torgler, former communist | 
floor leader in the reichstag, another 
of the defendants, emphatically denied 
having seen Van Der Lubbe or the 
three Bulgarian accused—Georgi Di- 
mitroff, Wassil Taneff and Blagoi Po- 
poof—before the fire. 

Taneff, who allegedly was seen in 
the reichstag with the Dutchman, de- 
nied having seen either Van Der 
Lubbe or Torgler before the fire. Po- 
poff denied having known or con- 
versed with ‘Torgler in the parlia- 
ment building. 

Torgler continued with the state- 
ment that he had left the reichstag 
building early on the evening of the | 
fire, but was asked why he had car-| 
ried two heavily-stuffed brief cases | 
in and out of the building. He replied | 
they contained newspapers for clipping 
and toilet articles to be used in case | 
of an emergency trip. 

“You can check the contents—the 
brief cases are still on my desk in 
the reichstag,” the former floor lead- 
er continued. 

A climax was reached in the exami- 
ntion of Torgler when Judge Buenger | 
confronted him with a statement of | 
three witnesses, nazi members of the | 
reichstag, declaring they saw him | 
walking down a reichstag corridor the 
day of the fire with Van Der Lubbe. 
The witnesses—Berthold Karwahne, 
Kurt Frey and Stefan Kroyer—also 
alleged they saw Torgler sitting with 
Popoff in an antechamber of the 
budget committee room.

Eradication of Malaria in 
South Also Added to Fed- 
eral Relief Program. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—(4)—Dis- 
tribution of food to under-nourished 
children in schools and the eradica- 
tion of malaria in the south were 


added today to the federal program 
for aiding the destitute. 

This expansion of activities was an- 
nounced by Harry L. Hopkins, the 
emergency relief administrator, si- 
multaneously -with completion of de- 
tails for a new corporation to buy up 
surplus farm products and coal and 
distribute them to the needy. 

The federal surplus relief corpora- 
tion awill be directed by Hopkins, who 
will be chairman, Secretary Ickes and 
Secretary Wallace. Its formation was 
announced recently following a con- 
ference between President Roosevelt 
and Hopkins. 

Starting the new functions imme- 
diately, H6épkins today authorized all 
relief administrators te supply one 
meal daily, with plenty of milk, to 
school children now on relief rolls.

It seems strange to think that half 
a century ago the mosquito was merc- 
ly suspected of carrying malaria, and 
that the man who dared make such 
a statement was laughed to scorn by 
scientists upon whose minds the full 
import of Pasteur’s work was just 


breaking. Everything was then bac- 
teria. The old name “malaria” comes 
from the Italian words for “bad air.” 
and the notion prevailed with the 
physicians of the time that the dis- 


caused from exposure to the dreaded 
air of night. Just why night air 
should differ in composition from the 
atmosphere of the daylight hours did 
not occur to them. Science was just 
emerging from a chrysalis when the 
disease was named in the middle 
ages. 

Now we only know that the disease 
is transported by mosquitoes, but 
there have been distinguished sev- 
eral strains of malaria, all caused by 
protozoan parasites, relatives of 
paramecium, euglena .and amoeba, 
which have been given the name of 
sarcodina. Plasmodium vivax is the 
parasite causing the disease now 
known as tertain malaria, and it fol- 
lows a life history’ strikingly like 
that of the other malarial organisms. 


To begin with, the mosquito must 


ease of the chills and high fever was’ 


bite a person already infected with 
malaria. The organisms are taken 
into the stomach of the mosquito in 
the blood that forms its fdod. After a 
period of germination in the walls 
of the stomach of the mosquito, the 
parasites rupture their cysts and 
make their way to the salivary glands 
of the mosquitoy The next person 
that is bitten gets a charge of the 
plasmodium when the saliva of the 
mosquito is introduced into the wound 
to keep the blood from clotting as the 
mosquito gets auother meal. 

Once introduced into the blood 
stream, the parasites enter the red 
blood corpuscles, and begin a multi- 
ply. After a few days their numbers 
ave increased astonishingly, and the 

ood cells can be stained so that the 
parasites are visible in the cells. 
Consider’ the fact that blood cells 
themselves are microscopic, and that 
the parasite is able to live inside one 
of them, and realize what tremendous 
respect is due the little things of life. 
When the blood cell breaks along 
with millions of its kind, there fol- 
lows a chill of no small importance 
to the patient. Anemia of a secondary 
sort follows cases of malaria, due to 
oa wholesale destruction of blood 
cells.

A French lady jourmalist, who ar- 
rived in Moscow a few weeks ago 
went straight up to the commissariat 
of foreign affairs and told the offi- 


cial who received her: “I have come). 


to interview Stalin. Please tell me 
the hour and the day when I can see 
him.” 

You can imagine what the questions 
would have been which a person who 
so little understands the soviet system 
would have posed to the secretary of 
the Russian communist party. For 


that is the official function of Stalin. 
He has no part in the government. He’ 


is nothing in the government and still 
he is everything. But he doesn’t give 
interviews. Some newspapermen in 
Moscow aver that Stalin has nothing 
to say, that he is shy and withdraw- 
ing. That is probably a yarn. Stalin 
gives interviews whenever he needs a 
loud-speaker to tell the world some- 
thing. He did it once in the case of 
Engene Lyons, of the United Press, 
and once more to Emil Ludwig, the 
German biographer. But for the rest. 
he is a man of vast silences, you 
might say. 

Nobody ever sees Stalin except at 
those gigantic parades on the Red 
square when he occupies a post on 
the saluting base, which is installed 
on the left side of the roof of Lenin's 
mausoleum. Foreign diplomats don’t 
see him either. They are left to Mr. 
Kalinin and to Maxim Litvinoff, the 
foreign secretary, who has become fa- 
mous for his treaties of non-aggression 
and friendship which he has conclud- 
ed with various European states and 
—for the pompous receptions he gives 
to the diplomatie corps and the jour- 
nalists. 

By the way, the tuxedo is compul- 
sory in soviet receptions these days. 
The ro officials are impeccably 
dressed. There is a good deal of hand 
kissing, in the best o!d empire style. 
But Stalin is never there. It is in 
vain that you go to receptions and 
gala affairs. Never will you see Stalin. 
He works 18 hours a day, they tell 
you. What does he do? you ask. They 
shrug their shoulders. Nobody seems 
to know. Yet he is the most powerful 
man in a country that occupies one- 


sixth of.the habitable globe and his.

THE TARIFF AND THE 
RHEUMATIZ. 

From recent reverberations it ap- 
pears the tariff is as lively a quad- 
rennial issue as it was in the days of 
Cleveland and McKinley, though more 
complicated by nation-wide hook-up 
than it was when the orators address- 
ed throngs of from 150 to 600 men, 
with torches. 

But the rheumatiz is different. 
Doesnt matter where you live, what 


your interest nor whether the climate 
or weather is good, 
ent. I am happy to announce that 
there is no more rheumatiz in North 
America. 

I do not assume the sole credit for 
this, although it is a matter of rec- 
ord that I have been fighting for 
years to rid the country of this in- 
Other members of the party 
have freely contributed their assist- 
ance, and even some of the patriotic 
and enlightened leaders of the stand- 
patters have helped us in the great 
work. 

In the hour of our triumph we can 
offer our sympathy to the old fogies 
who are left crippled in diagnostic 
resource. It must be hard for them 
to string their credulous patients 
along now that the rheumatiz is no 
more. 

Without equivocating we may say 
that the only oceasion for suggesting 
that a patient has some form of 
“rheumatism” is when the doctor does 
not know just what ails the patient. 
That's thé simple truth, and you can’t 
find any physician of standing who 
will venture to deny it, : 

Not that the doctor knows any more 
about the nature, cause er eure of 


| your. trouble when he calls it “arthri- 


tis” instead of “rheumatism.” though 
the term arthritis means something 
definite—joint inflammation, The term 
rheumatism means nothing at all to- 
day; long ago it meant catarrh, a 
flow. The ancients probably laid it 
to the weather. 

Only veritable quacks, within or 
without regular medical ranks, have 
the temerity to ascribe acute arthri- 
tis in children or adults to dampness 
or cold, nowadays. And even they 
prefer to do it indirectly or annoy- 
mously or without assuming any per- 
sonal responsibility for the notion 
themselves. 

There is no dissenting medical 
opinion at present in respect to the 
infectious character of acute arthritis. 
That is now a well understood patho- 
logical condition. 

When it comes to the consideration 
of chronic arthritis, frankly we are 
still at sea as to the cause and nature 
of some cases, though there is no long- 
er any question that in most _ cases 
the pathological process is foca! in- 
fection. 

The kind of chronic arthritis that 
we do not yet understand clearly is 
called metabolic arthritis, atrophic 
arthritis, rheumatoid arthritis, arthri- 
tis deformans, etc. Fortunately less 
than one-tenth of all cases of joint 
diseases are of this class. 

The two facts I hope to impress 
upon the reader's mind are, first, there 
is no disease entity or condition de- 
finable or recognizable as “rheuma- 
tism,” And second, there is no scien- 


tific evidence that exposure to cold) 


or dampness has anything to do with 
any known joint disease.

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—(AP)—The text of the address delivered tonight 


by President 
follows: 

In the midst of problems of mate- 
in the machine age of in- 
vention, of finance, of international 
suspicion and renewed armament— 
every one of us must gain satisfaction 
and strength in the knowledge that 
social justice is becoming an ever- 
growing factor and influence in al- 
most every part of the world. With 
every passing year I become more 
confident that humanity is moving 
forward to the practical application 
of the tenehinge of Christianity as 
they affect the individual lives of men 
and women. 

It is fitting that this annual Na- 
tional Conference of Catholic Chari- 
ties should celebrate also the centen- 
nial of the Society of St. Vincent de 
Paul. I like to remember the taunt 
of atheists and enemies of the Chris- 
tian religion in the Paris of 1833, 
when they demanded of the churches, 
“Show us your works.” I like to think 
of the acceptance of that challenge 
and the decision to show that Chris- 
tianity was not dead, and that the 
deeds of Christians were in accordance 
with their faith. . 

God Is Marching On. 

When I realize that this one so- 
ciety, last year, in their task of visita- 
tion and relief of the poor in their 
own homes, in hospitals and institu- 
tions, aided more than 150,000 fami- 
lies; and that other great organiza- 
tions of men and women connected 
with all the churches in all the land 
are working with similar unselfish- 
ness for the alleviation of human 
suffering and the righting of human 
wrong, I am confirmed in my deep 
belief that God is marching on. 

Seven months ago this very day, 
standing at the portals of the Capi- 
tol at Washington, about to assume 
the responsibilities of the presidency, 
I told the people of America that we 
were going to. face facts, no matter 
how hard or difficult those facts 
wy be, and that it was my firm 
belief that the only thing we had to 
fear was fear itself. 


Spirit of Neighborliness. 


I believed then—and I know now— 
that our people would support definite 
action that sought the goal of giving 
every man his due. Leadership, I have 
tried to give; but the great and most 
important fact has been the response 
—the wholehearted respons e—of 
America. We have recaptured and re- 
kindled our pioneering spirit. We have 
insisted that this shall always be a 
spirit of justice, a spirit of teamwork, 
a spirit of sacrifice, and, above all, 
a spirit of neighborliness. 

We have sought to adjust the proc- 
esses of industrial and agricultural 
life, and in so doing we have sought 
to view the picture as a whole. e- 
vival of industry, redemption of ag- 
riculture, reconstruction of banking, 
development of public works, the lift- 
ing of crushing debt—all these in 
every part of the nation call for a 
willingness to sacrifice individual 
gains, to work together for the pub- 
lic welfare and for the success of a 
broad national program of recovery. 
We have to have courage and dis- 
cipline and vision to blaze the new 
trails in life, but underlying all our 
efforts is the conviction that men 
cannot live unto themselves alone. A 
democracy must be bound together by 
the ties of neighborliness. 

Hard Part Still Ahead. 

That tie has been the guiding spir- 
it of your work for the sick, for the 
ehildren in need, and for the aged 
and friendless. And you who have 
participated in the actual day-to-day 
work of practical and useful charity 
understand well that no program of 
recovery can suddenly restore all = 
people to self-support. This is 
time when you and I know that

though we have proceeded a portion 
of the way, the longer, harder part 
still lies ahead; and that it is for 
us to redouble our efforts to care for 
those who must still depend upon re- 
lief, to prevent the disintegration of 
home life, and to stand by the vic- 
tims of the depression until it is defi- 
nitely past. 

The federal government has inau- 
gurated new measures of relief on a 
vast scale, but the federal govern- 
ment cannot, and does not intend, 
to take over the whole job. Many 
times I have insisted that every com- 
munity and every state must first 
do its share. 

Enormous Strides Made. 

Out of this picture we are develop- 
ing a new science of social treatment 
and rehabilitation—working it out 
through an unselfish partnership be- 
tween all church and private social 
service agencies with the agencies of 
government itself. From the point 
of view of the fixing of responsibili- 
ties, the prevention of overlapping 
and of waste, and the co-ordination 
of efforts. we are making enormous 
strides with every passing day. But 
back of the co-operative leadership 
which is showing itself in every part 
of the country. there are two other 
vital reasons for the maintenance af 
the efforts of the churches and other 
non-governmental groups. 

The first of these is that much as 
we strive for the broad principles is 
of necessity an individual thing—a 
thing which touches individual lives 
and individual families. No govern- 
mental organization in all history has 
been able to keep the human touch 
to the same extent as church and pri- 
vate effort. Pas 

Necessity of Neighborliiness. 

Government can do many things bet- 
ter than private associations or citi- 
zens, but in the last analysis success 
in personal matters depends on the 
personal contact between neighbor and 
neighbor. 

The other reason lies in the fact 
that the people of the United States 
still recognize, and, I believe, recognize 
with firmer faith than ever before, 
that spiritual values count in the long 
run more than material values. Those 
who have sought by edict to eliminate 
the right of mankind to believe in 
God and to practice that belief, have, 
in every case, discovered sooner or 
later that they are tilting in vain 
against an inherent, essential, undying 
quality, nd indeed necessity, of the 
human race—a quality and a neces- 
sity which in every century have 
proved an essential to permanent 
progress. 

People’s Spirit Undaunted. 

Clear thinki and earnest effort 
and sincere faith will result in thor- 
oughgoing support throughout the 
whole nation for efforts such as yours. 
The spirit of our people has not been 
daunted. It has-come through the 
trials of these days unafraid. We have 
ventured and we have won; we shall 
venture further and we shall win. The 
traditions of a great people have been 
enriched. In our measure of recovery 
and of relief we have preserved all 
that is best in our history and are 
building thereon a new structure— 
strong and firm and permanent. 

I can never express in words what 
the loyalty and trust of the nation 
have meant to me. Not for a moment 
have I doubted that we would climb 
out of the valley of gloom. Always 
have I been certain that we would 
conquer, because the spirit of America 
springs from faith—faith in the be- 
loved institutions of our land, and a 
true and abiding faith in the divine 
guidance of God. ’

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NEW RULES FOR PRESS 
QUTLINED IN GERMANY 


Law Requires All Editors To 
Share in Nazi Conception 
of Present State. 


/ 

(Copyright, 1933, by the United Press.) 

BERLIN, Oct. 4.— (UP) — The 
cabinet tonight approved the first sec- 
tion of the press law submitted by 
Propaganda Minister Joseph Goebbels, 
designed to lend freedom of the press 
in Germany. 

The press law affects all editors of 
dailies, periodicals and news agencies 
operating in the reich. It declares 
that a daily, periodical or press in- 
struments spiritually influence the 
nation. 

Hence, it sets forth, like schools, 
the theater or radio, the press is “a 
publie institution.” Thus, the law is 
the exact opposite of the former so- 
called 
absolute freedom of the press. 

Under the new press law, the term 
elitor is defined as any member of 
the editorial staff. 

The law in many ways resembles 
the Italian fascist press law. It pro- 
vides for the: registration of all news- 
papermen, aiming at their co-opera- 
tive supervision. 

The provisions include stipulations 
that editors must be of Aryan descent 
(non-Jewish), except editors working 
exclusively on the commercial sec- 
tion. ' 

All editors also must share without 
reservation in the nazi conception of 
the present state. 

The press law comprises six sec- 
tions: 

1—Definition of the duties of¢ the 
editorial profession. 

9—FEligibility of editors. 

3—Position of editors. 

4—and 5—Protectiton and_liahil- 
ily, 

6—Terms in transition period from 
old to new law. 

The second section is regarded as 
the most important, providing that 
editors must be German citizens, Ex- 
ceptions are noted, but preference is 
io be given to those of German blood. 
It also specifies editors must be 
Aryans, and sets forth thet non- 
Aryans will not be allowed in the edi- 
torial political or feature depart- 
ments,

Spokesmen for Great Britain and the 
United States will gather tomorrow te» 
gee what can be done about reducing 
the British war debt to this govern- 
ment. 

Sir Frederick Leith-Ross and T. K. 
Bewley, representing the London gov- 
ernment, will meet Dean Acheson, 


undersecretary of the treasury, and 
Dr. Frederick Livesey, assistant eco- 
nomie advisor to the state depart- 
ment, in Acheson’s spacious office for 
a preliminary discussion of the prob- 
lems involved. 

Primarily, they will be confronted 
with the task of reconciling the pop- 
ular British demand for an end of 
payments with the views of an Amer- 
ican congress openly hostile to can- 
cellation or reduetion. 

The figures before them will show 
the London government has contract- 
ed to pay a total of $9,658,000,000 in 
semi-annual installments spread over 
the next 51 years. A payment of 
$183,000,000 falls due in December. 

The debt arises from loans of 
$3.696.000.000 before the armistice 
and $518,000,000 shortly afterward. 
Accrued interest ran the _ total to 
$4,633.000,000 in the next few years 
and effective December, 1922, the 
debt was funded at $4,600,000,000, 
with the interest and principal pay- 
mente totaling $11,105.965,000 sched- 
uled for the ensuing 62 years. 

Since then the London government 
has paid $1,447,270,000. in principal 
and interest. The unpaid now totals 
$4,465,810,000. 

American officials expect the Brit- 
ish to make a lump sum offer, which 
rumor has placed at about 10 per 
cent of the unpaid principal. 

Officials have said stabilization of 
the pound and dollar undoubtedly will 
figure importantly in their discus- 
sions, although no final conclusions 
on this point can be reached at this 
time.

Semitic Race Is Lauded as. 


Loyal, Helpful’: Member 
of Nations:

GENEVA, Oct. 4.—(?)}—A smash- 
ing indictment against the German 
conception of racial homogeneity in 
their Aryan doctrine was voiced today 
by William G. A. Ormsby-Gore, Brit- 
ish League of Nations delegate, as he 
challenged the reich view of the Jew- 
ish question. , 

He was applauded by the membe 
of the political committee of the 


League as he shook his finger at Dr. 
Von Keller. the German representa- 
tive. and declared: 

“Wherever Jews have been in the 
course of the centuries they have been 
the most loyal and helpful members 
of the nations. There is among the 
Jews a sénse of historic continuity... . 
We must regard German Jews, as well 
as Jews elsewhere, as definitely a ra- 
cial minority.” 

Von Keller yesterday urged that the 
Jewish question not be joined with the 
current debate on minorities in the 
committee, since the Jews had never 
asked to be considered ag a minority. 

Ormsby-Gore declared that if Great 
Britain accepted the German doctrine 
of race ascendancy, the nation “would 
really be Scotclf” and “I tremble to 
think of our responsibilities in respect 
to the citizens of the United States 
who claim descent from the Pilgrims 
of the Mayflower—three milligns of 
them—if this idea is put into opera- 
tion.” 

Glancing about the hall, the speaker 
looked the German and Italian delega- 
tions in the face as he continued: 

“Great Britain will never abandon 
narliamentarism. The quality of free- 
(lem is the only thing that holds Great 
Britain—it is the free association of 
free peoples bougd together by real 
guarantees that protects all minorities 
all over the world. 

“One of the cardinal principles of 
the British empire is that no person 
shall be deprived of the right to hold 
any post under the crown because of 
color, race or creed.”

Power in Denying Loan, 
Asserts City Attorney. 


Public Works Administrator Ickes 
is assuming the veto power of the 
president in refusing to permit Geor- 
gia and its politeal subdivisions to 
snare in the benefits of the gigantic 
public works fund, City Attorney 
James L. Mayson, asserted in a public 
statement Wednesday. 

The veteran counselor, a widely- 
known authority on constitutional law, 
said that the secretary of the interior 
is overstepping his authority widely 
when he attempts to use the authority 
vested especially in President Roose- 
velt under the terms of the National 
Recovery Act, which set up the public 
works fund. ; 

Mr. Mayson asserted that the pro- 
visions of the act are clear and that 
the power to approve or reject the 
plea of Georgia lies only in the pres- 


ident. 

Members of. the Georgia public 
works advisory commission who have 
appealed to the president for a con- 
ference on the situafion growing out 
of Mr. Ickes’ refusal to treat with the 
state because of the alleged constitu- 
tional limitations on its borrowing 
powers Wednesday continue to wait 
for Mr. Roosevelt to set a date for 
their conference at the White House. 
The conference is not expected to be 
held before next week. 


Mayson’s Statement. 


City Attorney Mayson's statement |

“Why are we thus denied the ben- 
efits of the act? Same are extended 
'to municipalities where there are 
no such limitations, but which cities 
are hopelessly insolvent, begging for 
bankruptcy legislation, and with no 
more chance of paying back the 
funds so loaned than they have of 
setting up a municipality on the wa- 
ters of the Pacific.

There were boys and girls on skates, 
and on bicycles, as well as the school 
children marchers. Whole units of 
skaters and cyclists rode past, some 
of the cyclists on the old-fashioned 
two seaters.

The spot, hallowed by sentiment 
and rich in the history of his state 
and city, lies on the tallest promon- 
tory of the Riverside cemetery, and 
was chosen by the boxer’s mother as 
his last resting place, originally an 
Indian mound wherein lay the last of 
countless generations of Cherokee 
warriors. It later served as a breast- 
work to protect the city of Macon 
from Sherman’s invading horde. 

From the cradle to the grave'a 
mother’s love went with young Strib- 
ling. It was “Ma” Stribling who re- 
called in the darkest moment of her 
life that her boy always loved the 
Georgia pines and often yearned for 


their cooling presence while training | 


for fights in the sun-scorched rings 
at Miami and Cleveland. On his trav- 
els through the barren, treeless sec- 
tors of France he frequently remark- 
ed to her that what that country need- 
ed was a lot of Georgia pines to 
cheer it up. 


STATELY SENTINELS. 


And by the side of that grave on 
the old Indian mound three stately 
pine trees will stand as lone sentinels. 
In death as in life sentiment was 
with the Stribling family. Only ‘a 
mother’s love could have remembered 
those trees. 

Scarcely 200 yards away lies the 

grave of another famous Georgian— 
George T. Stallings, baseball’s “mir- 
acle man,” who led the Boston Braves 
of 1914 to their historic world’s 
championship. He was buried in the 
Same cemetery in 1924 following his 
death in this city. 
_ While a nation mourned the pass- 
ing of pugilism’s most clean-cut gen- 
tleman and one of the 
glamorous figures, Stribling’s home 
city turned out almost en masse’ to 
pay tribute at his bier today. As his 
body lay in state at the Macon audi- 
torium amid the flowers and the 
canopy of flags, thousands marched 
past the casket in a seemingly’ end- 
less single file, treading softly and 
with heads uncovered. 

In that solemn 
were men and women and children 
from every strata of life and every 
part of Georgia. They were the rank 
and file—Stribling’s friends. He never 
differentiated between class or color 
in making those friends and his fam- 
ily saw to it that no lines were drawn 
after death, 


OPEN TO EVERYONE. 


“Don’t shut the doors to anybody,” 
was Pa Stribling’s only request to the 
squad of police which stood at the 
entrance, And they came, white and 
black, rich and poor, in a ceaseless 
semi-circular stream that poured in 
one door and out another. 

School children by the hundreds— 
little, serious-faced girls and _ boys 
with books under their arms—stood 
on tip-toe in order to see as they stole 
past in a quiet, orderly march. Ne- 
gro nurses carrying babies; old mam- 
mies and old darkies of thé old south, 
with white hair and respectful de- 
meanor, paused for a second and 
walked on with heads bowed; neatly 
dressed businessmen, smartly dressed 
women and workers with the lint of 
the cotton mills on their clothing; all 
marched together and rubbed elbows 
without a semblance of disorder. 

It was so quiet that the sound of 
a moving chair slightly jostled by 
someone’s foot reverberated through 
the building. 

LIKED PEOPLE. 

“Don’t stop anybody,” Pa Stribling 
had asked. He and W. L. always 
liked people, the masses which had 
come to that same auditorium to see 
their fights. Stribling’s body lay only 
a few feet away from the spot where 
he fought some-of his major battles 
against Joe Lohman, George Cook and 


others and on that floor he had played | 


basketball. 

Only once during the day were the 
doors closed, and that was between 
the hours of 3 and 4, when the family 
was admitted for a few moments. It 
was a touching scene with W,. L.’s 
sorrow-stricken widow, sitting there 
in a wheel chair, holding her two old- 
est children in her arms and trying 
to bear up under the great strain. 
She talked softly to the two children 
about their father. 

It was estimated that 25,000 passed 
through the auditorium during the 
seven hours it was open. A _ police- 
man clocked the passing throng at 
the rate of 40 persons a minute.

Early Stabilization of U.S. Dollar 
Is Strong Belief of Wall Street 


By CLAUDE A. JAGGER. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—(#)—Wall 
Street is swinging strongly to the 
opinion that some sort of stabiliza- 
tion of the dollar is not far away. 

While some observers feel the wish 
may be the daddy of this hunch, high 
financial quarters insist that signs in- 
dicate action toward a stable dollar 
before the end of the year. 

There is considerable confusion over 
the time element. Few eare to guess 
just when such action might take 
place, although some say it might well 
be by the middle of November. 

Important banking quarters say 
that Washington is finding an un- 
stable dollar a distinct hindrance to 
its credit expansion program. Big 
bankers insist they cannot extend cred- 
it in any volume without some knowl- 
edge as to the sort of dollars with 
which the debt will be repaid. 

Wall Street has thus far réceived 
no definite inkling from Washington 
as to the administration's monetary 
plan,’ but some banking leaders ex- 
pressed the opinion that the warning 
this week by William Green, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
as to the dangers to the working man 
in the sort of inflation which has been 
experienced in Europe, was deeply sig- 
nificant. They found it particularly 
so, coming as it did a short time after 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace had 


publicly asserted that inflation could 
not cure the ills of the farmer. 

Some Wall Street experts feel that 
stabilization of the dollar in relation 
to the British pound sterling, which 
seems to have an even more important 
effect upon price levels than the ratio 
of the dollar to the gold currencies, 
may well enter into the negotiations 
on the British war debt, starting soon 
after the arrival of Sir Frederick 
Leith-Ross, to represent the British 
government later this week. A more 
definite monetary policy, it is felt, 
might be necessary to a debt settle- 
ment, so that the debtors may know 
what sort of dollars they must use in 
payment. 

It is felt that some formula will be 
found to give the dollar a more defi- 
nite value, without a deflationary ef- 
fect upon domestic price levels, which 
may mean a devaluation in terms of 
gold somewhat below that indicated 
by the present ratio to the gold cur- 
rencies. Some experts assert, how- 
ever, that deflation alone can have 
but limited effect upon price lévels, 
pointing out that they have risen but 
a fraction of the present drop of 35 
per cent in dollars in relation to gold 
currencies. Devaluation of such im- 
portant currencies as the dollar and 
the pound, they say, tends to depress 
gold prices, so there is no correspond- 
ing rise in dollar or pound prices.

For the back of your 
hair, however, you may use the same# 
methods that are designed for the long 
bob. To make soft ringlets in hair 
of these lengths, you may use those 
round, aluminum curlers, or the old- 
fashioned kid curlers. In this process, 
the hair should again be divided into 
small strands and moistened’ well. 
Then one of the preferred type of 
curlers should be placed at the bot- 
tom of each strand, the hair wound 
around it, and the curler fastened.
